Capt. Garlick sent a wireless mes- 
sage of farewell to the people of 
San Francisco. 

It was reported at the time that 
the vessel would be sold after she 
discharged her caro She left 
Seattle with a supply of coal suffi- 
cient to carry her through to Lon- 
don.

SAN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, Dec. 1—In a disabled 
condition, the mammoth Hm liner 


Minnesota, largest vessel in the Ameri- 
can merchant marine, which left Se- 
attle two weeks ago for the United 
Kingdom, is limping up the Coast to- 
ward the Golden Gate. 

The big vessel put about off the 
Lower California coast today and is 
expected to reach here Sunday or Mon- 
day. 

The report of the disablement of 
the Minnesota, which was making her 
farewell voyage from the Pacific, over 
whose waters she carried the Stars and 
Stripes for many years, created a sen- 
gation in shipping circles. 

No details of the nature of the mis- 
hap were contained in the brief radio- 
gram flashed by Capt. Thomas W. 
Garlick that he had put about for San 
Francisco. This lack of information, 
coupled with the fact that the liner 
was in exeellent condition when she 
steamed, led to the speculation among 
shipping men that the trouble might 
have resulted from tampering with the 
boilers and engines. 

According to shipping men, difficulty 
was experienced at Seattle in signing 
a crew. A demonstration among the 
hands resulted, it was said, when it 
was learned that the liner was laden 
with a cargo of grain and foodstuffs 
for Great Britair . 

C. W. Wiley, port superintendent 
of the Great Northern Steamship 
Company, said today that he had not 
been apprised of the nature of the 
Minnesota's trouble except that it had 
to do with machinery. 

In the holds of the great liner is 
the largest cargo ever shipped from 
the Pacific Coast to the United King 
dom in an American bottom. It con- 
sists of 15,000 long tons, and is made 
up of wheat, barley, canned salmon, 
lumber, hops and frozen halibut. The 
vessel is under charter to Balfour, 
Guthrie & Co., and it was understood 
that when she arrived at her foreign 
destination she would be sold and 
shifted to British registry. 

The departure of the Minnesota 
from the Sound November 14 was the 
requiem of James J. Hill's conception 
of a great trans-Pacific trade under 
the American flag. It was freely ad- 
mitted that the La Follette Seamen's 
Act, which ended the fifty-year trans- 
Pacifi©e career of the Pacific Mall 


Steamship Company, was responsible 
for the action of the Hill interests. 

The Minnesota has ficured promi- 
nentiy in American traffic on the Pa- 
cific for many years. Her home port 
was Seattle. Last April she escaped 
disaster when driven ashore in the In- 
land Sea of Japan during a typhoon. 
Although suffering severe hull in- 
juries, the vessel was floated and re- 


stored to Al Lloyd's condition.

Activity and improvement in trade and industry continued 
during the month. New Vork reports. Retail and department stores 
have found business very much better with an increased demand for 
higher grade goods. 0 

Philadelphia says that conditions throughout that district are 
gradually becoming better and substantial improvement is reported 
in nearly all lines, with mills and factories of all kinds working at 
nearer normal capacity than for some time with voluntary wage in- 
creases by some concerns and reduced working hours and larger pay 
rolls than ever before.

“The resignation of the three 
Austrian Cabinet members is a protest 
against Germany's attempt to force 
a trade customs alliance on Austria 
and Hungary, and a warning to the 
people of Austria-Hungary that there 
is economic danger ahead. 

“Germany's tariff union policy al- 
ready has aroused bitter opposition 
in both the Austrian and Hungarian 
governments. There is littie doubt 
that the conference between the two 
Emperors had reference to such a 
tariff and that the ministera, who op- 
posed it had to resign. 

“Dr. Rudolph Schuster von Bon- 
nott, Minister of Commerce, who was 
among those to resign, in a recent 
speech, opposed the German scheme. 
He is a shining light in the circles 
that fear that after the war, Ger- 
many, cut off from exploiting the En- 
tente countries, is preparing to swal- 
low Austria-Hungary under the guise 
of a customs union.” 

RESIGNATIONS CONFIRMED.

ported willingness to enter upon 
peace negotiations. 

It has been represented that Em- 
peror William weat to Vienna on gc- 
count of this situation, although other 
dispatches were to the effect that u 
desired Austria to make concession 
to Rumania, for the purpose of keep. 
ing her out of the war. These reports 
have not been credited generally. 

This is the most important change 
made by any of the central powers 


during the war; their cabinets hither.

“Tf the Declaration of London is 
mot in force, why. in heaven's name 
could we not fail back on the old sea 
laws of our ancestors, which gave 
them victory?” he added.

Dish—the Declaration of London and 
The Hague convention. We want to 
sweep away all judicial niceties and 
win this war by placing British in-

In reply, the Marquis of Lansdowne, 
Minister without portfolio in the Brit- 
ish Cabinet, said: : 

he Declaration of London has no 
international validity and adoption of 
tiie Geciaration by an order in Coun- 
ell does not involve the creation of 
an international tribunal. We have 
adopted the declaration only with very 
considerable and important modifica- 
tions, and we adopted it only partially

PROPOSED ARRANGEMENT. 
Regarding the proposed arrange- 
ment with the United States, the 
Marquis of Lansdowne referred to the 
eommunication of Sir Edward Grey, 
the Foreign Secxetary, on July 31 last, 
Stating that it was open to Washing- 
ton to claim that disputes in regard 
o the decisions of prize courts 
should be submitted for review by an 
international! tribunal, and remarked 
that Sir Edward Greys statement only 
committed Great Britain to a resort 
to arbitration as a proper means for 
the settlements of disputes as pro- 
vided in the arbitration treaty con- 
cluded with the United States last year. 
Lord Lansdowne pointed out that 
England was fighting in co-operation 
with her Allies, and uniformity in the 
conduct of naval warfare Was emi- 
ment desirable. It was no less de- 
sirable that the prize courte of the 
allies should have some principle laid 
don for their guidance. The Declara- 
of London was ready beforehand 
and was the onfy avaiiable summary 
of views held by a great number of 
people in regard to tnese questions, 
and it was, therefore, adopted with 
modification. 
FREEDOM OF THE SEAS. 


There were a great many questions, 


said the Minister, which would have 


to be discussed after the war, and 
freedom of the seas might be dis- 
cussed like the others. He did not 
all to mind any statement by Sir 
Bdward Grey that he was prepared 
to commit tne government with re- 
gard to the question of the freedom 
of the seas. 

As to Sir Edward Grey's offer of 
July 81 to refer disputes to arbitra- 
tion, Lord Lansdowne sald: 

“That doctrine, to which no sane 
citizen of this country could object 
in principle, could be defended on the 
ground that it Was Wrong in the or- 
der to ask any neutral to agree to 
accept in principle that the last word 
was to be sald by the prize courts of 
a, belligerent power in a matter which 
might have arisen out#ide the juris- 
diction of the belligerent. 

“I go further and say that ih all 
such cases, where there n been 
failure to odtam a satisfacwry solu- 
tien through the law courts, and 
where dipsomacy has been unable to 
arrive at an adjustment, it is right 
and reasonabie that the principle of 
arbitration shovid be contemplated. 
If that view required any confirma- 
tion it is to be found in the arbitra- 
tion treaty cuncluded with the United 
States last year, and having agreed 
to the unreserved subDmussion of dt 
putes of all kinds to examination wy 
a commission, as set out in that 
treaty, it seems to me it would be u- 
logical to decline to look to arovitra- 
tion if there wad failure to arrive 
at an adjustment regarding the de- 
cisions of ou. prize courts.” 

Lord Lansdowne said, with refer- 
ence to the report that Baron Read- 
ing, the Lord Chief Justice, had dis- 
cussed the matter when in the United

“If [am asked whether Lord Read- 
ing in private conversation had dis- 
cussed these questions with people

He is undoubtedly weil aware that 
the tenacity with which he has held 
to his determination that Greece 
shall not enter the European struggle 
has brought on one political crisis 
after another in the internal affairs 
of the country. He has followed with 
apparent ecuvuanimity the creation and 
fall of one Cabinet after another, and 
eannot be ignorant that he has set 
himself against the expressed will of 
his people and has driven the peo- 
ple’s Idol, Eleutherios Venizelos, into 
a political corner from which there 
appears to be no outlet; that he is 
looked upon as having become, in 
fact, if not in name, the sole dictator 
of the future destinies of Greece. 

But it cannot be seen that anything 
of this disconcerts him for a moment. 
He simply waite what he considers 
the appropriate moment for action. 
Then he acts. The brief statement 
which he gave the Associated Press 
on October 13 is the only public state- 
ment of any kind he has made of his 
policy or his intentions since the be- 
ginning of the political crisis in Greece 


following the second election of 
Venizelos by a majority of the Greek 
people.

On the ordering of the mobiliza- 
tion, Kine Constantine did not go at 
once to Saloniki to place himself at 
the head of this country’s troops as 
commander-in-chief. His late ilines® 
was given as the reason, but the real 
reason, it ie declared, lay in his un- 
willingness to leave the political direc- 
tion of the country in the hands of M. 
Venizelos or his party. Not even 
when foreign troops were landed on 
Greek soil, at Greece's second city, did 
Constantine alter his decision. He 
merely sent his 25-year-old son, the 
“Diadochos” or Crown Prince, George, 
Duke of Sparta, in his place, and de- 
tailed the boy's 33-year-old uncle, 
Prince Andrew, to look after him. 

The two camp out in a temporary 
sort of way in a very pleasantly-sit- 
uated little villa at the water's edge, 
far around the eastern horn of the 
erescent that the bay makes of the 
straggling town of Saloniki. It is gen- 
erally bachelot’s hall, because the 
Princess Alice of Battenberg, Prince 
Andrew's wife, does not come to 
Saloniki often or stop long; she is 
said to find it too embarrassing, being 
herself an English Princess, to be in 
a place filled with British officers and 
British peers whom she has known 
for years without being able to ex- 
tend them the slightest hospitality 
lest the courtesy be construed as a 
sort of royal acquiescence in the pres- 
ence of foreign troops on Greek soll.

They ,contend that Senator Clarke was 
chosen president pro tem. last year to 
aid him in his fight for re-election in 
Arkansas. Friends of Senator Clarke, 
especially those Democratic Senators 
who stood by him in his opposition 
to the administration's ship-purchase 
bill, insist that he must be re-elected 
or they will not be responsible for 
consequences. 

Supporters of the President hesitate 
to back the Pomerene candidacy, 
fearing that to do so would make it 
appear that Clarke has been disci- 
plined because of his opposition to the 
President in the last session. 

That the opposition to Senator 
Clarke has not entirely disappeared 
ls seen by the action of the Demo- 
cratic caucus in postponing until Fri- 
day afternoon the election of a presi- 
dent pro tem. In the meantime some 
expression on the Pomerene candi- 
dacy is expected from the White 
House. It was said today by one 
member of the Democratic caucus 
that, had the election been held Mon- 
Auy, Senator Clarke would have been 
unanimousis chosen, but since that 
time there has been evidenced a 
strong desire among certain Demo- 
erats to have Senator Pomerene 
elected. 

Senators Reed and Stone of Mis- 
souri are said to be back of the 
Pomerene movement. Senator R. I. 
Owen of Oklahoma. in charge of the 
fight to force cloture in the upper 
branch, today failed to come to any 
agreement with his colleagues of the 
special rules committee, but he ex- 
presses the belief that an agreement 
will be reached by tomorrow, when 
the question of rules will again be 
taken up. That there is bad blood in 
the Democratic ranks over the Clarke 
opposition and cloture is evident. 

In the hope of overcoming some of 
the opposition to Senator Clarke. 
Democratic Leader Kern, tn announc- 
ing the new steering committee of the 
Senate, which fille vacances on com- 
mittees, named Senator Reed to this 
committee instead of Genator Clarke, 
the other members being Senators 
Kern, Martin, Owen, Thomas Cham- 
berlain, O'Gorman, Williams and 
James. Despite Senator Reed's elec- 
tion to this committee, he has not 
dropped his aht on Senator Clarke. 
In the last Congress Senator Reed 
fought the administration on several 
measures, chief of which was the new 
currency svstem. 

Chilton of West 
Virginia was unanimoualy§ elected 
vice-chairman of the caucus. and 
Senator Lewis of Tlinots whip of the 
Democratic side of the Senate.

DENVER, Dec. 1.—Coincident with 
the discovery of her suit filed secretly 
in the District Court, in which she 
demands $75,000 damages from Ed- 
ward L. Cooper, well-known Denver 
and Los Angeles hotel man, who, she 
avers, is her “heaven-made” husband, 
Miss Anna B. Stahl, formerly a stenog- 
rapher for the defendant, hurriedly 
packed her baggage in the Adams Ho- 
tel yesterday and left for California. 

Irving E. Thayer, a Denver lawyer 
and a son-in-law of Mr. Cooper, de- 
clared that her sult has no merit. 

A stormy session occurred in Judge 
Allen’s private chambers yesterday, 
when Mr. Thayer appeared in response 
to a citation issued upon motion of 
counsel for Miss Stahl. Thayer was 
charged with knowing the where- 
abouts of his father-in-law and with 
refusing to reveal his knowledge. 
Thayer broke up the proceedings 
when angered at what he termed the 
unethical and unreasonable tactica of 
Miss Stahls attorneys. He threat- 
ened to throw one of them through 
the window of the courtroom. Judge 
Allen refused to entertain the motion 
for Mr. Thayers punishment and 
the citation was dismissed. 

MISS STAHL Is BALKED. 

In spite of the efforts of Miss Stahl’s 
attorneys to locate Mr. Cooper, in 
order to serve the papers in the suit 
on him, they have been unsuccessful. 
It is admitted that Cooper is In Den- 
ver, having come here recently after 
disposing of his interest in Lan- 
kershim Hotel in Los Angel which 
he had operated since 1904. 

Mr. Thayer sald tonight: “The 
woman, who has two. grown sons, told 
me that she would not start this suit 
if Mr. Couper would comply with her 
demands. She said she wanted to 
see Mr. Cooper.

ST. LOUIS (Mo.) Dec. 1— Hearing 
of the suit by which the government 
is seeking to separate the Centra) Pa- 
cific Rallroad from the Southern Fa- 
cific, opened today before the United 
States Circult judges sitting as the Dis- 
trict Court of Utah. Judges Walter 
H. Sanborn of St. Paul, William C. 
Hook of Leavenworth. Kan., and John 
E. Carland of Washington, D. C., are 
presiding. 

Edward F. McClennen of Boston 
opened for the government. He is en- 
pected to finish presentation of the 
case by noon ursday, when Garrett 
W. McPnerney will begin presentation 
of the Southern Pacific’s case. 


In his address today Mr. McClen- 
nen reviewed the evidence argued 
the legal points. He was verted 
from his plan of argument late in the 
afternoon session when Judge Hook 
inquired what the position of the gov- 
ermment was to an ownership 
of a railroad by another line when the 
ownership had been effected before the 
passage of the Sherman anti-trust law

CONTENTION OF DEFENSE. 


“A contention of the defense in this 
case,” eald the attorney for the gov- 
ernment, ie that the government ls 
stopped by the Pacific Raflroad laws 
from bringing this litigation The 
Central Pacific and the Union Pacific 
railroads were built under these laws, 
which provided for the construction 
of the Union Pacific from Ogden west 
and of the Central Pacific from Sacra- 
metto east. The acts provided that 
the transcontinenta) line thus built 


“The laws provided that the con- 
tinuous line should be operated with- 
out discrimination against either the 
Central Pacific or the Union Pacific 
but since 1883. the Central Pacific has 
discriminated against the Union Pa- 
cifie and has continued to do so. From 
all points north of Tehachep! pass the 
Central Pacific-Union Pacific route 
via Ogden is the shortest route to the 
Atiantic seaboard, and the West Cen 
tral States. 

The attitude of the Southern Pa- 
cific since 1885 has been to send as 
much as possible of the California 
traffic through New O leans rather 
than through Ogden. although the Og- 
den route is the shorter.” 

THE OGDEN GATEWAY. 


Mr. McClennén explained what he 
considered the reason for this discrim- 
ination against the Ogden gateway. 

“On through traffic from New York 
to the Pacific Coast bv way of Ogden.“

If the traffic ts routed by 
way of New Orleans and the South- 
ern Pacific steamehip lines. the South- 
ern Pacific gets all the rate. The mo- 
tive to diecriminate againet the Cen- 
Peal Pacific route thus te clear. 
p to 1909 the Southern Pacific 
had through rates on woo! from Ne- 
vada and part of Utah by way of New 
Mrieans, but none by way of Ogden, 
tha. «hortest route, 
“There has been some change in thie 
situation since then because of the en- 
trance, of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe, but there has deen no 
ante in the destre of the Southern 
Pacific to have freicht eo through New 
‘Wwieans instesd of Ogden. 
“The construction of the Centra! 
Pacific and of the Southern Pacific 
were separate operations In 1884 
the Southern Pacific Company, organ- 
ized under the taws of Kentucky. took 
aver the stock of the Southern Pacific 
and took a lease on the Southern Pa- 
cific-Bunset lines; It took over a lease 
of the Central Pacific but acquired 
3° Central Pacific stock, The Central 
cifie lease provided a fixed rental of 
11.2900, a vear and additional rental 
up to $3,600,000 conditioned on earn- 
ines. 

“The obligation rested on the South- 
ern Pacific to make these earnings of 
the Central Pacific large. 

“Tn 18938 a new lease was executed 
providing a nomina) rental of $10,000. 
a balance of net earnings up to 6 per 
cent., and one-half of the earnings in 
excess of that amount.” 

UNION PACIFIC CASB. 


Mr. McClennen eald tn the Union 
Pacific case the Union Pacific made 
the defense that it was dependent for 
through transportation on the Central 
Pacific. which was controlled by the 
Southern Pacific, and that the Union 
Pacific acquired control of the South- 
ern Pacific so it could compete with 
the Sunset Route 

He continuea: 

“The Union Pacific decision ts exact- 
ly in point on questions of competi. 
tion’ and restraint if it Was a sup- 
pression of competition in the Union 
Pacific merger for one part of the Or- 
den route to control the Kl Paso 
route, then a joint control in this case 
is equally a suppression of competi- 
on.“

WITNESSES FOR DR. BUENZ oo.

NEW YORK, Dec. 1—The trial of 
Dr. Karl Buenz and his three co- 
defendants of the Hamburg-American 
line on charges of conspiracy to de- 
ceive and defraud the American gov- 
ernment virtualiy ended late today 
when the defense rested and the gov- 
ernment announced that it would call 
no witnesses in rebuttal. There re- 
main only the summing up of coun- 
sel and Judge Howe's charge before 
the jury retirean. Unilew there is 
deviation from the present plan, the 
case should reach the jury late to- 
morrow. 

The four defendante—Dr. Buenz, 
George Kotter, superintendent of the 
line: Adolph Hachmeister, purchasing 
agent, and Joseph Poppinghaus, the 
young man Who sailed on the steam 
ship Berwind as her supercargo and 
delivered her goods to the Cap Tra- 
falgar off the Island of Trinidad, testt- 


fled today. They were their own only 
witnesses, William Rand, Jr., their 
lawyer, asked them almost identical 


questions. and the stories they told 
were practically the same. 
INSTRUCTIONS OF BUENZ. 


Kotter and Hachmetster testified 
that they acted on instructions from 
Buenz, who in turn was acting 
ander an agreement reached in the 
fall of 1913 between his line and the 
German government, whereby the 
line was to send supplies to such Ger- 
man cruisers in the Atlantic as might 
be found there in case of war. Pop- 
‘ed on Kotter’s directions 
and Dr. Buenz did not even know of 
als existence until shortly before the 
present trial. 
The three of them — Hachmets ter. 
Buenz and Kotter—met tn Dr. Buents 
private office on the afternoon of July 
31. 1914. to discuss ways of obtain- 
ing neutral shins to carry the project- 
ed relief cargoes. Kotter knew a 
steamship agent, John H. Gans, and 
they sent for him. He came in, and 
from him were chartered the Thor, 
the Lorenzo and the Berwind. After 
they had dern chartered Kotter 
bought coal for them (except in the 
case of the Thor, alfeady loaded.) 
and Harhmeister bought about $27,4 
000 worth of provisions and supplies, 
whiekh were placed aboard. 
CROSS-EXAMINATION. 


On Hachmeister’s cross-examina- 
tion the government made him testi- 
fy that he had been employed by the 
Hambure-American line since 18389, 
knew all about manifests: knew that 
every ttem of a ship’s cargo had to 
be written down on its manifest, yet 
had failed to mention the supplies and 
provisions on the menifests of the 
*hree ships mentioned. The com- 
oanv’s brokers, acting on irformation 
furnished by the line, cleared the 
ships. Hachmeister testified, but he 
had fafled to inform them of the pres- 
ence of the supplies and provisions. 

“T considered them ship’s stores.“ 
he testified. 

“But you knew th were intended 
‘or German crulsers’” asked Roger 
R. Wood of the government's coun- 
sel. The witness sald he did and 
could we no reason for considering 
them ship’s stores. Heretofore the 
defense nad contended that the omis- 
sion of these iteme was due to a 
Wunder: that the defendants did not 
know they had to de recorded. and 
that as soon as they learned it was 
necessary the proper entries were 
made on all other ships sent to the 
Germans aid. 

Fach of the four defendants swore 
on the witness stand that he had no 
intention to defrand the United States 
and no thouenht to deceive port col- 
lectors in manifesting the cargoes or 
stating the destinations of the ves- 


sels.

Downtown cafes will have maple 
traile whereon dancing may be en- 
joyed instead of cabarets being toler- 
ated, as at present, if the club women 
vf Los Angeles support the assertions 
made to Mayor Sebastian yesterday 
by Mrs. E. R. Brainerd, president of 
the Women's City Club, and Mrs. D. 


C. McCan, former president of the 
Friday Morning Club. 

These two club women told the 
Mayor they represented the senti- 
ments of a majority of the women’s 
ciubds in this city, when they declared 
Gancing in cafes is a desirable diver- 
sion, and not contrary to public mor- 
fis, but rather in the interest of a 
higher standard of morals in the 
cates. 

The Mayor told his two visitors he 
is not opposed to cafe dancing, but 
he will not urge it before the Police 
Commission until he is sure public 
opinion is iu favor of it. 

Mrs. McCan told the Mayor a propa- 
ganda will be started at once among 
the club women to exhibit a eenti- 
ment favorable to cafe dancing, and 
that an organized campaign will be 
made if necessary. Mrs. Brainerd add- 
ed that it is her opinion the cafe 
dancing will be acceptable to a ma- 
jority of the people when they under- 
stand the merits of the question. 

It appears likely the proposal to 
have auncing will find the cafe men 
themselves aivided. At a recent meet- 
ing of proprietors of the firet-class 
cafes in the Mayor’s office a number 
of them opposed dancing, while others 
favored it, accordingly as they saw the 
benefits to their business. 

It is understood Mrs. McCan and 
Mrs. Brainerd have made a quiet in- 
vestigation of the question and have 
reached the conclusion that if there 
could be dancing in the cafes there 
would be much less drinking.

OUNTY COFFER 
FILLING FAST. 


TAX COLLECTIONS FAR AHEAD 
OF LAST YEAR'S MARK, 


After Next Monday Those Who 
have not Met First Half of the 
Annual Obligations will be Aas- 
sessed Fines—Many Checks Sent 
by Mail. 


Money ts pouring into the County 
Tax Collector's office more rapidly 
than ever before. When the wickets 
closed last night and the cashiers had 
tabulated their returns, the books 
showed $614,506.90 more has been 
received this year than én the same 
day last year. . 

So far, $3.323,659.79 
taken in this year against $2,709,152.89 
last vear. And there are still four 
days for payment of taxes of the first 
half of the year. After next Monday 
all those who have failed to pay wil 
be considered delinquent and fines as- 
sessed agaiast them. 

There never been a chance to 
advance the final date for collection 
of county taxes, according to County 
Tax Collector Welch. “We are gov- 
erned by a State law that fixes the last 
collection day for every county in the 
State, and this cannot be set aside 
except by an amendment to the law, 
which would no be localized,” he said. 
At the rate that taxes are coming in 
now, it is believed 60 per cent. of 
the vear’s total will be received in 
the next few days. The assessments 
show that $12,470,445.54 should be re- 
ceived In the entire year. The delin- 
queney runs from 2 to 6 per cent. 
each year. 

There is an ever-increasing payment 
of taxes by the mail system. The 
Collector's staff that handles merely 
the checks sent by mall has deen 
growing daily and there are now for- 
ty-seven persons opening letters and 
sending out receipts. Phe majority 
of these clerks are women and their 
clerical duty stops with the opening 
of letters or sealing the envelopes con- 
taining the receipts. 

The mail is now so heavy the de- 
partment is several days behind and 
by the end of the half year the gc- 
cumulation will be enough to keep the 
entire staff busy *wo weeks.

GOLDEN FLOO 
SWEEPS WEST. 
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California Declared on Eve 
of Surpassing Era, 


City to Vault Million Mark, 
Says Fairs Head. 


Speakers Tell Realty Board 
of Business Onrush, 


Three men of high standing in the 
business and financial world and of 
recognized soundness and conserva- 
tism of judgment predicted yesterday 
at a luncheon held by the Los An- 
geles Realty Board in the grill of the 
Broadway Department Store, that 1916 
will bring to Southern California a 
prosperity surpassing any it has ever 
enjoyed. Two of the prophets of 
optimism set the time of the coming 
revival at from three to six months 
anead; the third, whose remarks by 
comparison with those of his fellow- 
speakers were almost pessimistic, de- 
clared the great change would surely 
take place before 191. 

The principal speaker and guest of 
honor was G. A. Davidson, president 
of the Panama-California Exposition 
of 1915, ana the Panama-OCailfornia 
Internationai Exposition (with em- 
phasis upon the international“) of 
1916. The others were R. A. Howan 
and W. M. Garland, who have helped 
make so muen of the real estate and 
development history of Los Angeles. 
All three have recently returned from 
trips through the East and Middle 
West and were primed for the discus- 
sion of business and financial condi- 
tions in the country at large and the 
outlook in Soutnern California. H. 8. 
McKee, cashier of the National Bank 
of California, presided. 

Mr. Davidson tnrilled the 100 or 
more realty men present by his dec- 
laration that as a result of the two 
expositions of 1915 he expects to see 
Los Angeles exceed its dream of 
1,000,000 population in 1920, and soar 
close to the 2,000,000 mark by 1925. 
Never before in the history of the 
world, he avowed, has a region re- 
ceived publicity so effective as that 
given California in the year now clos- 
ing. 

NATION WONDERS. 

“California,” said the exposition 
head, “has astounded the entire coun- 
try by successfully carrying out its 
two big fair projects ma time of busi- 
ness uncertainties. It has absolutely 
silenced the last easterner who has 
felt a bit of skepticism concerning the 
genuineness of our achievements. 
Hundreds of thousands who have 
dreamed of coming to California to 
make their homes will be added to our 
population in the next few years. The 
influx has already begun. It will 
break all records before 1916 is half 
Over. 

“IT have recently talked to repre- 
seritative men in several eastern cities. 
One and all said that California is the 
one great topic of conversation in 
most families in.their part of the 
country. With the earlier arrivals of 
the year to come I am certain there 
will come also the wave of prosperity 
that ia now sweeping the other side 
of the continent.” 

Mr. Davidson said the San Diego 
International Exposition of 1916 had 
been determined upon as the result 
of the overwhelming demand through- 
out the Southwest for it. The expo- 
sition, he declated, would henceforth 
belong as much to Los Angeles as to 
San Diego.

INQUEST YIELDS 
MURDER VERDICT. 
WARRANT FOR THE SLAYER OF 


POLICE DETEOTIVE TO 
BE ASKED TODAY. , 


Finocchio, the strange 
character of the Italian colony, still 
wearing hisdong brown overcoat, was 
named as a murderer yesterday by a 
Coroner’s jury at the inquest over the 
remdins of Detective Sergeant J. E. 

The wording of the ver- 
dict is: “The deceased came to his 
death from a gunshot wound in the 
abdomen inflicted by Caligero Fi- 
nocchio, with intent to kill and mur- 
der.” 
Today the police will apply to the 
District Attorney for a warrant charg- 
ing Finocchio with murder. ; 

The inquest continued less than thir 
ty minutes. Detective Sergeant Ralph 
Bowe, who was present at the time 
of the shooting, related the details of 
the tragedy. Finocchio, who does not 
understand English easily, paid no at- 
tention to the testimony. a 

He was asked to explain what 
pened, and did so witnout reluctance, 
telling he had been watching for ene- 
mies. and he had seen the two men 
in the darkness, peering in the win- 
dows of the store. Later, he said, 
they rushed upon him when he went 
outside, and he shot, thinking they 
were his enemies. 

Elaborate arrangements are being 


made for the funeral of the late de- 
tective. Full honors will be paid by 
the police department. The  cere- 
monies will be conducted at the Sutch 
mortuary, No. 842 South Figueroa 
street. The organization of the po- 
lice will include the color guard and 
escort, and honorary pallbearers. 
headed by Chief Snively. The services 
will begin at 2 o'clock. After the 
ceremonies the police will escort the 
body to Washington street, where they 
will enter automobiles and proceed to 
Inglewood Cemetery, where the Miz- 
pah Lodge of Masons will conduct the 
burial services. 

Mrs. Lola O'Donnell. arrested in 
connection with the killing of Detec- 
tive Browning, was arraigned before 
Justice Brown late yesterday after- 
noon on a charge of having dynamite 
in her possession.

OMPERS AND HIS “KCONOMIC 
PRESSURE.” 

Once more we see a sweep made by “the 
long arm of coincidence.” 

Last week in San Francisco the American 
Federation of Labor voted down, 8486 to 
6396, a resolution indorsing efforts to se- 
cure, through legislation, a nation-wide six- 
hour working day, after President Gompers 
had spoken strongly against it and advo- 
cated “economic pressure” (meaning strikes 
and worse.) 

Against him John Fitzpatrick, head of 
the Illinols Federation of Labor, led the de- 
date. 

At the same time, the Supreme Court of 
Massachusetts declared unconstitutional a 
State law which provided that employees 
in and about railroad stations must not be 
employed more than nine hours tn a period 
of ten hours. 

The Massachusetts court ruled that the 
question involved tn the case before it was 
covered by decision of the United States 
Gupreme Court, to the effect that a statute 
prohibiting labor for more than ten hours 
a day in an ordinary healthy occupation 
was “an illegal interference with the richts 
of the individuals. both emplovers and em- 
Ployees, to make contracts regarding labor 
upon such terms as they think best.” 

Under this clear Federal law the right 
of nonunion workers and employers to make 


such contracts of wages and hiring as suit | 


themselves. without paying any regard to 
Gompers and his “economic pressure,” is 
unessallabie.

HE IGNORANCE OF FURUSETH. 


Apropos of the La Follette law and the 


demand for-its repeal, which comes from 
men of all parties, especially in California, 
The Times is in receipt of a very enlight- 
ening communication from Mr. R. H. Loen- 
liolin, who is an authority on maritime law 
and usages, in which he bores holes in an 
article which appeared in a recent fasue of 
the Saturday Evening Post entitled 
Maritime Bugaboo.” 3 


In the Saturday Evening Post Andrew 
Furuseth, the unionite agitator, he pre 
pared the seamen’s bill, 1s quoted as having 
said “Japan has no laws and hasn't hed 
since 1864 providing for the punishment of 
deserting seamen.” 

If Furuseth (he has a bad record) knew 
better and deliberately falsified or sup 
pressed facts in order to aid the passage of 
the La Follette monstrosity he ought to be 
exiled from the society of honorable men. 
If he did not know what he was talking 
about, and substituted his guess of what 
might be for certain knowledge of what 
was, his action should deprive his future 
communications to Congressmen and rep- 
utable journals of any consideration what- 
ever. 

The truth is that since 1899 Japan has 
had a seamen's law which is even more 
elaborate than the La Follette law. Sec 
tion 64 of that law provides as followa: 
“If a seaman, without the permission of 
the master, is absent from the ship fer 
twenty-four hours or more he is Hable to a 
fine of from two to twenty yen (one yen, 
50 cents.) 

“If a seaman deserts the ship he is liable 
to major punishment of from eleven days to 
six months. 

“If a seaman does one of the acts men- 
tioned in the preceding two paragraphs in 
a foreign country the penalty is increased 
by one degree.” j 
Section 72 


that— 

5. who commit jojntly the follow- 
ing acts shall be punished according to the 
distinction specified below (except that the 
punishment of the ringleader shal) be in- 
creased by one degree) namely: 2. If they 
desert, by major imprisonment of from one 
month to one year.” 

These provisions render desertion difi- 
cult enough, but in addition the Japanese 
steamship companies have a rule requiring 
& seaman to provide sureties against deser- 
tion. This binds the seaman, and Furu- 
seth’s statement that the Japanese sailors 
of the Toyo Kisen Kaisha will desert unless 
the company pays them $45 a month is 
based on a fallacious foundation. 

Japan is a seafaring nation and possesses 
a practically inexhaustible supply of sea- 
men, so that the Japanese companies could 
not be compelled, as Mr. Furuseth claims, 
to reemploy the deserters. For every sea- 
man who deserts because he wants $45 a 
month the company is able to obtain a 
dozen who would be more than satisfied 
with $15 a month. 

Mr. Loenliolin very forcefully writes: 

“Mr. Furuseth is also quoted as hav- 
ing sald that ‘in the end they [the Jap- 
anese deserters] will go back to the 

Japanese ships at the American scale 

of wages, or approximately that scale.’ 

In this case Mr. Furuseth evidently 

failed to realize that the wages of the 

seamen on Japanese vessels will not 
be governed by the scale of wages 
which prevails in regard to American 
seamen in California, but by the scale 
of wages which prevails in regard to 

Japanese seamen in Japan.” 

In assuming what Japanese sallors would 
do, Furuseth did not take into consideration 
that quality of character which Furuseth, 
the bully and law-breaker, lacks— patriot- 
ism. The Japanese seaman is too patriotic 
to cause trouble to his company and gov- 
ernment by deserting, especially if he knows 
that by sticking to his job he is helping 
his native land to obtain commercial con- 
trol over the Pacific Ocean. 

Furuseth stated lately that ff in his po- 
sition on the seamen’s law be had mis 
judged human nature he will send the Pres- 
ident a long night letter and acknowledge 
his error. 

Congress is not supposed to enact or re- 


peal laws so much upon anybody's “judg: | 


ment of human nature” as upon a know 
edge of facts. Mr. Furuseth has not con- 
tributed in the slightest degree to such 
knowledge, and it will be quite in order for 
him to patronize the telegraph company by 
sending a night letter to the President say- 
ing that in his statement of alleged but 
non-existent facts concerning the laws of 
Japan he was—well—*mistaken.” 


RITISH RAIDS ON AMERICAN OOM- 
MERCE. 

It is not the seamen's law alone that 
interferes with the restcration of our ships 
to the ocean. For the conditions which 
impede such restoration we are largely in- 
debted to the government of Great Britain. 
Whenever it appears that the United States 
is about to gain anywhere a commercial 
advantage hitherto enjoyed by Great Brit- 
ain alone, an Order of Council] is at once 
framed to meet the situation and preserve 
the monopoly of John Bull. 

Before the war there was a large and in- 
creasing market in Sweden for tools and 
machinery made in the United States. 

The Swedish government has—since the 


wutbreak of the war—been compelled by 


Great Britain to give a guaranty that tools 
and machinery shipped to Sweden from 
America are intended for Swedish consump- 
tion. In spite of this guaranty and the 
declaration of New York shippers, the Swed- 
ish Steamship line refuses to accept ma- 
chinery for Sweden, because their ships are 
held up in England and searched and de- 
tained. 

Britain has adopted drastic methods to 
create and preserve a monopoly of the man- 
ufacture of rubber goods. In the case of 
export of rubber or any article made from 
or containing rubber from any of her rub 
ber-producing colonies to any neutral coun- 
try, the goods must be‘shipped to Liverpool 
and there reshipped by the British govern- 
ment. In order for the American manu- 
facturer to be permitted to export his goods 
to Englend he must sign an agreement 
which covers not only the rubber obtained 
through Great Britain, but all rubber he 
receives or had on hand, no matter where 
he got it. 

“This,” said Congressman Metz, “makes 
Liverpool the clearinghouse for the whole 
world for such products and puts the Rrit- 
ish government in absolute control. This 
is not only so in regard to rubber goods.

Hundreds 
of other instances could be mentioned of 
products that are thus barred from inter- 
national commerce because rubber forms 
an infinitesimal] part of their construction. 
The steamship companies are afraid to car 


ry these goods because of the lability of 


being held up, and the agreement which 
Great Britain insists upon receiving from 
those who obtain rubber compels them to 
submit to the British Consul in New York 
a record of all goods that may be exported 
in which rubber is used. We are therefore 
practically closed out from all the markets 
reached by neutral vessels such as Norwe- 
gian, Swedish, Danish, Spanish, Portuguese 
and Grecian. 

“If an American buyer should own a quan- 
tity of rubber in neutral countries that pro- 
duce it, such as Brazil, he is at the mercy 
of British ships to bring it to the United 
States. The British ships refuse to carry 
any rubber not controlled by the British 
government, so the tie-up is absolute. If 
ever there was an agreement in restraint 
of trade, certainly the conditions imposed 
by the British government upon those who 
use rubber in any form in their business 
constitute a model for the absolute accom- 
plishment of the purpose for which it was 
intended.” 

The exportation of copper to any Scandl- 
na vlan or Mediterranean neutral port from 
which it might be re-exported to Germany 
or Austria is embargoed by Great Britain, 
and steamers of neutral countries are afraid 
to carry American copper to neutral coun- 
tries. The result is that copper is being 
largely replaced in the industries by tron 
or galvanized iron or fron covered with 
bronze. The embargo on copper is intend- 
ed to deprive Germany of that metal for 
war purposes. But Germany took advan- 
tage of the low prices which prevailed for 
copper two and three years ago and quietly 
accumulated enough copper to last through 
the present war, no matter how long it may 
last. 

It is for the Industries, and for industrial 
purposes entirely, that the use of copper 
will be curtailed, not only during this war, 
but for the future. Iron wire ia being used 
for electric light and power transmission, 
and an alloy of tron and aluminum for ca- 
bles. In machinery where brass and bronze 
were used because of somewhat easier ma 
nipulation, they are being replaced by fron. 
In shipbuilding, where the use of copper, 
brass or bronze has been largely one of 
habit, efther hollow bronze or fron covered 
with bronze is replacing the heavier parts 
for which copper is used. 

“It stands to reason,” said Congressman 
Metz, “that if the Industries of Germany 
adapt themselves to these conditions it will 
not be long before other countries take up 
and employ the same substitutes. Ways of 
manipulation will be found to make them 
commercially advantageous, and the only 
country to suffer will be the United States 
with its great copper output.” 

Great Britain has included leather among 
the articles that shall not be shipped to 
other than British ports, even if the article 
be not wholly composed of legther, but con- 
tains only a piece of leather, as, for in- 
stance, in the case the carpet sweeper 
or a leathercovered chalr. 

One would think that an embargo on rub- 
ber and copper and leather would not be 
extended to fresh fruit, but Congressman 
Metz cites an instance where a cargo of 
apples sent to Sweden for consumption in 
Sweden, accompanied by the required Swed- 
ish certificate, had been held up for two 
or three weeks in England until the apples 
had rotted and then it was released and 
sent on to Sweden. 

An these things, including the Armour 
meat seizure, indicate the necessity of some 
way of getting our goods abroad without 
being dependent upon the whims or arb!- 
trary rulings of the British government and 
the influence ſt has upon the foreign ship- 
nine controlled by neutral nations. The 
neutral ships do not dare take anv freiaht 
that may at all be questioned. The char 
terers cannot take the chance of being 
held up indefinitely at the English ports.

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NTER ARMA SILENT LEGES, 

The maxim that “amid arms laws are. 
silent” has been of late made as applicable 
to international law as it is to common 
law and to statute law. There is no longer 
any international law in Europe, or in 
America either for that matter. It has 
been shot to death on the battlefield, stink- 
potted to death in the trenches, torpedoed 
to death on the high seas and bombed to 
death from the skies. 

International law says that food supplies 
for civilians are non-contraband of war, and 
Great Britain seizes flour and meat on 
neutral ships sailing from a neutral port to 
a neutral port, on the suspicion that the 
ultimate destination of the food Js Germany, 
where it may possibly be eaten by German 
soldiers. 

International law says that unarmed 
and unresisting enemy ships may not be 
destroyed without first providing for the 
safety of those on board, and Germany 
sinks the Lusitania and send hundreds of 
women, children and men to a watery 
grave, and Austria sinks an Italian ship, 
and even shoots and murders the escaping 
passengers in the boats, 

International law says that non-contra- 
band goods in neutral ships shal) not be 
interfered with by belligerents, and Eng- 
land seizes Christmas dolls on American 
ships salling from Rotterdam and bound 
for New York, on the ground that the dolls 
“originated” in Germany. 

International law says that unresisting 
towns shall not be bombarded or non-com- 
batants slain, and German cannon make 
ruins of Belgian cathedrals and art gal- 
leries, and German Zeppelins drop death 
upon little children in the streets of Lon- 
don. 

International law says that neutrals may 
not furnish arms or money to belligerents. 
The United States obeys the law so far 
as the nation is concerned, but it omits 
to pass laws to prevent its citizens from do- 
ing what it may not itself do, and the 
money lust of American makers of munl- 
tions gratifies the blood lust of the allies 
by supplying them with the means of kill- 
ing Germans and then, with tnconcelvable 
asininity, the American people are begulled 
by the Morgan skindicate into loaning Eng- 
land the money with which to pay for the 
munitions. 

Each of the nine nations engaged in the 
present horrible conflict in Furope disre 
gards the law of nations and the law of 
humanity and takes such measures as may 
immediately serve its purposes without the 
slightest regard to the rights of either bel- 
ligerents or neutrals. 

Whenever peace shall come, whether by 
exhaustion or otherwise, it is probable that 
the terms of peace will not include the pay- 
ment of an indemnity by the conquered, 
for the conquered countries will be so 
hopelessly in debt and so bereft of re- 
sources that their bonds will not be worth 
the paper on which they may be printed.

O TAX UPON 
UTILITY AUTOS. 


CORPORATION VEHICLES EX- 


The City Council has a legal right 
to impose a license tax upon all motor 
vehicles using the streets except those 
vehicles owned by public utilities, ac- 
cording to a ruling made yesterday by 
City Attorney Stephens. 

The conclusion which he reports to 
the Council means there will be a tre- 


mendous hole in the revenue expected 
from this license tax in the framing of 
the new ordinance which is to be ef- 
fective about January 1. In all cases 
where corporations are taxed by the 
State, according to the ruling, their 
motor vehicles or other vehicles can- 
not be taxed by the city. 

Upon his opinion that it fs within 
the jurisdiction of the Council! to levy 
taxes on all vehicles not otherwise 
touched by a tax, the City Attorney 
deciares there is a wide difference of 
opinion. A late IIlinois case, says the 
City Attorney, holds against the con- 
stitutionality of such a tax because 
the streets are free and open to the 
general public. This point, however, 
has not been determined by California 
courts. 

The City Attorney calls attention to 
a clause in the State Constitution and 
a ruling by the Supreme Court that 
neither the city or county can impose 
an additional license tax on vehicles 
used by public utility companies, 
meaning telephone, telegraph, gas. 
electric, and other concerns. 

This exemption of corporation ve- 
hicies which are covered by the State 
tax would eliminate a majority of the 
vehicles using the streets from the 
provisions of the license ordinance. 

The report was referred yesterday 
to the Finance Committee, which is 
preparing to report a new license or- 
dinance, with the assistance of the 
efficiency department which has made 
an investigation of license taxes in 
eastern cities. It was the hope of the 
committee to make a graduated tax 
affecting all vehicles using the streets 
not alone for commercial purposes, 
but for pleasure as well. The ruling 
of the City Attorney will very likely 
make this impossible. 

Laundries located tn residence dis- 
tricts were refused license renewals 
yesterday upon instruction of the City 
Attorney to the City Clerk's license bu- 
reau. This refusal affects twelve 
laundries which will either have to 
go out of business or secure new loca 
tions outside the restricted district. 
Bight of these are Chinese laundries 
It was about a year ago that these 
laundries were given warning to get 
into the industrial district. Each 
laundry pays a license of $5 a month 
and when renewal time came yester- 
day the “nothing doing” sign was 
hung out. 


NOT “OFFICIAL.” 
TUGWELL AFFIDAVITS.
